In driving around over the 
county, I find that considerable 
damage is being caused by Webb 
Worm or Tent Caterpillars. These 
Caterpillar are subject to at- 
tack any type plant that we find 
growing in the woods, lawns or 
orchards. 

Recommended Control is dust 
with 5 to 10% DDT, or 5 to 10% 
Chlordane, or 20% Toxaphene. 

Or spray with 50% DDT wet- 
table powder - 3 tablespeons to 
1 gallon of water, or 50% Sevin 
‘veitable powder - 3 tablespoons 
per gallon of water. 

Be sure and get good coverage 
of insecticide on the plants for 
good results. 

Be sure and try to kill the 
worms while they are snjall as 
small worms are easier to kill 
than larger worms.
